Much discussion has followed the 
announcement to the students of 
McGlll of the continuation ot the 
War Memorial Campaign, as to the 
value to us of q rink-auditorium In 
comparison with some other build- 
ing such as a new Union or addi- 
tional library facilities. 

It is interesting to note that sim- 
ilar discussions took place during 
the meeting of the graduates, held 
before definite plans were made to 
continue the campaign. Tlic major- 
ity of the graduates, however, sup- 
ported the building of the rink- 
auditorium because of its manifold 
uses— as a concert hall, convocation 
hall and as a suitable scene for 
rallies and festivals, all In addition 
to its primary purposes of supply- 
ing McGill with her own practice 
and hockey rink.' 

To those who still disagree with 
the final choice.

Halifax, N.S.: A survey conduct- 
ed by the Dalhouslc Association ot 
Student veterans has revealed that 
according to the statements ol halt 
of the total number ot veterans at- 
tending the university will not be 
able to continue their studies it 
they must continue to depend on 
the government rehabilitation 
grants that they arc receiving at 
present. 

Ot the two hundred and ten vet- 
erans queried in connection with 
the survey over one halt stated 
that they cannot finish the courses 
they have started due to lack of 
.•sufficient fundw. 

It was found that the average 
Monthly expenditure of these vet- 
eran-students is ninety dollars. 
This means that they are using 
thirty dollars ot personal savings 
each month.

At Laval University he received 
his B.A. In 1902, and three years 
later his law .degree. He read law 
with the Hon. L. P. iPelletier, one 
time Postmaster General. Recog. 
nized as one of Canada's brilliant 
young lawyers, he was made a 
K.C. In 1915. From that time for- 
ward he has become one ot Que- 
bec's legal giants. A polished bllin. 
gulst and a great exponent ot Eng- 
lish-French solidarity, Mr. St, Lau- 
rent has appeared before the Privy 
Council and the Supreme Court' of 
Canada for both the Federal and 
Provincial Governments in various 
constitutional cases. 

In 1041, as Mr. Mackenzie King's 
choice to succeed Justice Minister 
Ernest Lapointc, St. Laurent took 
his initial step into politics as n 
Liberal. He was elected by a large 
majority, and on December 10, 1941 
was sworn of the Privy Council 
and appointed Minister ot Justice 
and Attorney General of Canada.

Radio

"This Is CURC, the voice o( Columbia Univer- 
sity". With this simple statement, broadcast over a 
pipe-line campus hookup, began the career ot an 
ambitious . college station. The lime was February, 
1941, the place— Morningside Heights, New York. 

Once a part-time activity of W2AEE, Columbia's 
name station, the original broadctst plant consisted 
ot one microphone and one turntable In John Jay 
Hall, a Columbia Administration Building- Guided 
by three undergraduates, William Hutchins, Martin 
Schelner, and Carl Carlson, the cub station was 
tenderly moved to more private quarters in a nar- 
row corridor In- Hamilton Annex, and broadcasts 
were begun to all the college dormitories using the 
central-heating pipe-line as a transmitter in Feb- 
ruary, 1941. The station has always been manned 
entirely by students. 

At the outset it must be explained that this un- 
usual station has a very weak transmitter, and can 
only reach buildings on the campus. However, the 
tact that the students are really listening to their 
radiators and not their radios does not disturb them. 
In fact, the radio station helps a great deal to liven 
up the' quiet dormitories with spirited debates, and 
a ' variety ot broadcasts ranging from "Meet the 
Professor", "Interfaith Discussions", all the way to 
drama and transcribed symphony music. 

Shortly after its move to Hamilton Annex in 
1941, the station set up transmission to Furnald Hall, 
a men's dormitory and, more important, across the 
streetcar tracks of Broadwsy to Barnard College and 
its dormitories. This move was hailed with much 
gusto by the co-eds, who prompUy began to take an 
active interest In the station's activities. There fol- 
lowed days on which the station was run entirely 
by the women, flurries of scripts, debates,' and lusty 
yells ot "Bloomer Days are Here Again!" 

Coming In at 600 Kilocycles on the dial, the 
campus station brosdcasta from 8 pjn. to mid- 
night from ftlonday to Friday, each week during 
the Aeademlo year. There was a time late in. 
1841 when CURC attempted a 16 hour daily 
sehedule by linking up with the New. York 
frequency modulation station, \V71NY, but this 
venture was destined to be short-lived. Subse- 
quently a short broadcast period of from 740 to 
9 a.m. was introduced in order to offer the stu- 
dents a morning service that would supplement 
the evening schedule. 

This period featured symphonic music," campus 
and world news, and jive music. With the entry of 
the United Ctates into the war. a large fnfiux of 
Navy personnel Invaded the campus, and the early 
morning broadcast period was turned over to the 
Navy. This practice still exists today. 

The traditional rivalry between radio and the 
press has found good-natured expression at Col- 
umbia. CURC and the Spectator have formed rival 
baseball, football and debate teams, and they have 
had some very spirited games and debates in past 
seasons. This past year, undaunted by many earlier 
defeats, the Sepectalor once again challenged the 
radio men to an encounter on the diamond, and 
true to formr'were beaten twice by the CURC team. 
The station's winning ways continued throughout the 
ycar^iSpectator being beaten last August in the first 
6f'a~'sëries ot Inter-organlzation quiz programs, and 
agiln In December as CURC's versatile squad took 
to the gridiron to trounce the Spectator boys twelve 
to nothing. ■ 

LINKS WITH NETWORK 

The Columbia station's link with IBS, the Inter* 
collegiate Broadcasting System, is interesting. Evet 
since 1937, when Brown University began experi- 
menting with wired broadcasts over steampipe chan- 
nels, there has been a girowlng number ot campus 
stations in the Eastern United States. Attempts at 
short-wave broadcasts by the IBS, In order to reach 
students In South America and England, have to 
dale met with but little success. But the efforts in 
this direction point out the possible scope of this 
collegiate venture. 

Celebrities have had their full share of the 
CURC spotlight in the past four years. Such lumln- 
arles as Alexander Woolcott,. Eddie Duchln, Erik 
Barnouw. Nicholas Butler, and Dean Gildertleeve of 
Barnard have graced the Columbia microphone with 
their words of wisdom, 

WIDE FOOTBALL COVERAGE 
The broadcasting of reconstructed football games 
by use of long-distance phone and typewritten sum- 
maries has created studint acclaim for this enter- 
prising station. During the past seasons games have 
been broadcast from, Yale, West Point, Princeton, and 
the U. of Pennsylvania. Out-of-town buketball 
broadcasts were also, carried. 

CURC carries commercials, and Its rate-card sets 
up a very modest scale. The charge is three dollars 
for a one-mlnute spot, or twelve dollars for a half 
hour. Business has been improving lately, making 
possible the installation of a new studio, improved 
equipment, and the acquisition of a basement store- 
room.i 

Tbrongh the co-operation of the School of 
Jenmallan. CURC has access to United Frets 
ncwa bulletins.. Thus the station Is enabled to offer 
both campus and national news services. The 
lSi4 Presidential sleclien, and the recent Mayor* 
ally campaign in New York were both covered 
by frequent reporU that were both speedy and 
. aocurate. 

From the viewpoint' of the student, CURC fills an 
important place as a campus activity, as a training 
ground in radio, and as a responsible voice In the 
University. From the viewpoint of the radio in- 
dustry, it is obvious that radio must benefit from 
tills steady supply of trained men and women. Badio 
executI^*s msy sn^re prize material almost at wlU 
from this remarkable campus sideshow of radio that 
has dubbed itself "wired wireless".

SOVIET ESPIONAGE 
'"The newspaper, Le Montreal- 
Matin, is inclined to blame the gov 

crnment for its laxity in accepting 
the services of 'theorists, extrem 
ists and frequently even those of 
frankly Communist ideas." This is 
an excerpt from lis recent editorial 
columns as reported in the Mont- 
real Gazette of February 37. The 
Montreal-Matin Is not alone in Its 
courageous stand. The ssme senti- 
ments are echoed in many news- 
papers in Canada, both French and 
English. 

The accusation Is true. Not only 
should we blame the Canadian gov- 
ernment for having in its employ 
dangerous radicals, but the United 
States government is also guilty. To 
cite an example: some scientists 
in the United Stales and Canada 
working on the Atomic Energy 
project have recently expressed 
themselves as favouring the shar. 
ing of seientUic^informatlon .:|(aln- 
cd with the Sovlcr UnIoiit'"Added 
to this, a number of them from past 
actions are kntfwn leftist sympath- 
izers. 

Our two great democracies are 
exposing themselves to great dan- 
ger in accepting the servicès of 
"theorists, extremists and frequent* 
ly even those of frankly commun- 
ist ideas. "In Canada, and more 
particularly in the U.S., the sclent' 
ists referred to are often refugees, 
and members ot Inferior races. 
They have been given temporary 
haven through our generosity. Biit 
wc cannot tolerate them any long- 
er. They stand condemned on three 
counts. They are radicals, many 
of them are refugees a>)d mem* 
bers of inferior races. In our fair 
land we already have too many 
of each variety. We would be well 
rid of them. 

The following suggestions are 
made to remedy the situation. The 
governments ' concerned should 
first dispense with the services of 
the dangerous radicals. The Soviet 
Union should then be apprpched 
with a view to,,deporUng the un- 
desirable scientists to that country. 
A thorough house-cleaning should 
be made. A scientist tinged with 
only the slightest suspicion of ra- 
dicalism is a menace and hence 
should be deported. It is quite cer- 
tain that the Soviet Union would 
accept them.
